Paraguayan President Alfredo 
Stroessner and cabinet officials 
rushed to the scene of the murder, 
about 700 metres from the luxurious 
suburban mansion where Somosa, 
bis family, friends and bodyguards 
bad lived since August last year.

Earlier yesterday. Hussein asked 
French and Palestinian envoys to 
convey verbal messages to their 
leaders on the border conflict with 
Iran. . 

The Iraqi president said that he 
cancelled the. five-year-old border 
agreement In retaliation for what he 
termed the recurrent violations of 
the same agreement by the Iranian 
regime of Ayatollah Khomeini. 

The. 1975 frontier demarcation 
- agreement was signed by Hussein, 
who was then vice-president, with 
the late shah of Iran during a sum- 
mit meeting of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries in 
Algiers. It had defined the border 
and regulated navigation rights In 

the Shatt Al-Arab waterway, which 
forms the southern frontiers 
between the two countries. At the 
time, the shah — at the height of hla 
powers — had dictated the terms to 
an exhausted Iraqi regime. 

Hussein, addressing an extraor- 
dinary session of the parliament, or 
national council, said Iranian rulers 
had violated the Algiers treaty 
through their “flagrant Interven- 
tion" In Iraq’s internal affairs. 

“They shoulder full legal respon- 
sibility for considering this agree- 
ment null and void," he said. 

In its relations with other coun- 
tries In the world, Iraq had 
“honourably abided by all Its com- 
mitments, but it also proved it can- 
not accept any form of aggression 
or violation of its sovereignty 


' dignity,” the president said. 

"We have taken a historic deci- 
sion to recover our full sovereignty 
. over the Shatt Al-Arab and will act 
forcibly and capably to carry this 
out," he declared. 

He said Iraq wished to establish 
neighbourly relations with all coun- 
tries in the region. Including Iran, 
and had no expansionist ambitions. 

Die March 1979 agreement had 
ended almost a decade of hostility 
between Iraq and Iran — mostly 
because of the latter country's sup- 
port of Mustafa Barazanl's Kurdish 
rebellion In northern Iraq at the 
time. Its terms remained In force as 
long as the late shah remained In 
power. But relations deteriorated 
rapidly after Islamic 
revolutionaries took power in Iran 
In February 1979. 

Hussein expressed the hope that 
Iran would be a "free and Indepen- 
dent country, playing a positive role 
in the region and in the Non-Aligned 
Movement as well as In the peoples' 
struggle for freedom, independence 
and progress." 

He said that Iraq, which looked 
after navigation in the waterway 
before the agreement, had proved 
capable and qualified In mumming 
such responsibility and was now 
even more able to do so efficiently. 

. “We hope all parties concerned, 
including the Iranians, will respect 
Iraq’s sovereignty over Shatt Al- 
Arab and act accordingly," he add- 
ed.

LONDON. — Syria and Libya, 
which have juat announced a 
merger Into a "united front against 
Israel,” both appear to have 
stepped up their military 
prepared ness In the past year. 

According to statistics which 
appear In .The Military Balance 
1980-1381, published here today by 
the International Institute for 
Strategic studies, Syria’s defence 
spending In the past year doubled 
from f2.03b. to $4.04b. In the same 
period, Libya. Increased Its army by 

10.000 men to 45,000, and the number 
of its combat aircraft from 201 to 
287. 

Saudi Arabia's defence spending 
went up from Just over 314b. to 
220 .7b. Its total armed forces have 
increased from 44,500 to 47,000. 
While the army was reduced from 

35.000 to 81,000, the size of the air 
force rose dramatically from 8,000 
men to 14,900. 

Tbs report also notes that Saudi 
Arabia baa a great deal ol military 
equipment on order. It includes 870 
AMX-80 and 150 M-90 medium 
tanks, 88 85mm self-propelled anti- 
aircraft guns and six batteries of 
Improved Hawk missiles. The navy 
has on order four corvettes, nine

The halachlc decision of the chief 
rabbis Invalidating evidence by a 
state's witness has angered the 
Justice Ministry, which yesterday 
Issued a long statement strongly 
condemning outside interference In 
the investigative process — 
presumably a reference to the In- 
quiry Into alleged financial 
Irregularities In the Religious Af- 
fairs Ministry. 

The ministry's statement studious- 
ly avoided mentioning the chief rab- 
bia’ decision specifically but 
emphasized that “in the interests of 
justice it la desirable that the deci- 
sion whether the prosecutlon'sbould 
resort to a state’s witness should be 
left to professional consideration 
without the Interference of official 
or outside interests — especially at 
the height of an investigation." 

hi response to a question by a 
Bnel Akiva youth at 'an assembly in 
Tel Aviv on Tuesday, Sephardi 
Chief Rabbi Ovadia Yosef, quoting 
taimudic sources, said that a state's 
witness who participates In a crime 
and benefits from testifying against 
others Is unacceptable as a witness. 
The practice of giving immunity 
from prosecution to such witnesses, 
he continued, “brings shame to the 


country." — 

Ashkenazi Chief RabbT Shlomo 
Goren, answering questions from 
reporters yesterday, said that he 
concurs with his colleague and 
believes that testimony of -such 
witnesses is invalid. Rabbi Goren 
has strongly defended Religious Af- 
fairs Minister Aharon Abuhatzeira, 
asserting that a “bloodletting cam- 
paign" is being conducted against 
him In the press. 

Senior Justice Ministry officials 
and Justice Minister Moabe Nisslm 
said yesterday that the chief rabbis' 
statements were grave in that they 
were likely to influence a police In- 
vestigation or the considerations of 
the prosecution. 

State’s witnesses were an 
accepted legal practice in many 
countries, their statement said, ad- 
ding that in many cases this was the 
only means open to Investigators 
tying to reveal serious crime. 

"Because of the moral questions 
Involved in this institution, the 
Justice Ministry recognizes the 
need to act with care and great 
restraint In awarding the status of 
state's witness,” the statement 
emphasized.

Police to interrogate 
Gabai for next 15 days

WASHINGTON. — Visiting 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir yesterday emerged 
from meetings with President- 
Jimmy Carter, Secretary of 
State Edmund Muskie and 
special Middle East envoy Sol 
Linowitz expressing satisfac- 
tion in the current state of U.S.- 
Israell relations. 

Carter, in a previously unan- 
nounced 'session. Invited Shamir 
and visiting Bgyptlan Foreign 
Minister Kamal Hass an All to the 
White House yesterday afternoon 
for what U.S. officials suggested 
was an American effort to boost the 
dragging Israeli- Egyptian peace 
process. 

An Israel-E gyptlan steering com- 
mittee will meet next week, 
probably In Israel, to decide on the 
form of the resumption of the 
autonomy and the time table 
for the talks. This was agreed by 
Shamir, AU and Linowitz at the 
White House meeting. 

Presiden t Carter ’s political aides 
were anxious for the news 
media to focus attention once again 
on Carter's personal Involvement In 
the Camp David negotiations, 
regarded by U.S. officials as 
Carter’s major foreign policy 
achievement. 

Earlier in the afternoon, Shamir 
told reporters at the State Depart- 
ment that hla working luncheon 
with Muskie had been “very good.” 
Asked whether he waa satisfied by 
Muskie's responses io a whole 
range of Israeli questions, the 
foreign minister replied quickly and 
to the point: “I must say no.” 

In response to another question on 
the current state of U.S. -Israeli 
relations, Shamir said they were 
“very close and friendly.” 

Shamir's first visit to Washington 
since becoming foreign minister 
offered Israel the opportunity to dis- 
cuss with the Americans several 
critical issues on the Israeli agenda. 

Shamir said subjects discussed 
Included the whole matter of the 
peace process and the depth of U.S. 
Involvement in advancing it. 

Also a subject of di scu s s i on, he 
said, were U.S. arms sales to the 
Arab states, France’s and other 
nations' nuclear sales to Iraq and 
other Arab countries, and Israel's 
pending $2.9 billion economic and 
military aid request from the U.S. 


Answering reporters' questions, 
Shamir noted that Muskie had rais- 
ed the controversial subject of 
Israel's pre-emptive strikes against 
Palestinian terrorists In South 
Lebanon — a source of continuing 
concern to Washington.' Shamir In- 
sisted his answers to Muskie were 
“satisfactory.” 

Linowitz suggested that the 
schedule for resuming the Palesti- 
nian autonomy negotiations was 
moving ahead as previously plann- 
ed. 

He predicted that another three- 
way session Involving U.S., Israeli 
and Egyptian negotiators would 
take place before the end of the 
month ’rather Chan by the middle 
of October, as earlier announced. :

TEL AVIV. — Mosfae Gabai, per- 
sonal assistant to Religious Affairs 
Minister Aharon Abuhatzeira, 
yesterday was remanded In police 
custody for 15 days, during which he 
will be .interrogated on having 
allegedly received bribes from 
various Institutions and giving 
bribes In the local elections in 1978. 

Magistrate Halm Shaplra, after 
examining the confidential material 
submitted on the case by the police, 
took an hour to write a decision, 
which concluded that the police 
should be allowed to proceed with 
their complex Investigation. 

“There to no doubt that the police 
have sufficient material to justify 
the continuation of the In- 
vestigation,” the magistrate ruled. 

Gabai, 50, did not appear overly 
concerned when brought before the 
Tel Aviv Magistrates Court. 

‘I have nothing to say except that 
my blood Is bring spilled all the 
time to make me talk against 
Abuhatzeira," he told reporters. 

In his post as assistant and ad- 
viser to the minister, Gabai is 


responsible for fund allotments, 
development grants, budget 
matching payments and loans from 
Mifal Hapayls to various in- 
stitutions. 

Police Inspector Besalel Llvne 
claimed that Gabai received bribes 
in exchange for Increased 
allotments given at his instructions 
to a number of Institutions. 

"The suspect is not cooperating 
with us and will not answer 
questions," he declared. “We are 
dealing with extremely severe 
offences and with a suspect who 
holds a senior civil service 
position." The officer said Gabai 
had refused to undergo a Ue detec- 
tor test. 

The suspect’s attorney asked why 
It had been leaked to the press dur- 
ing the past month that Gabai was 
about to be arrested, when the 
police only now sought his arrest. 
The attorney pointed out that "If the 
suspect was free all this time, he 
could have Influenced witnesses in 
the case, as the police claim." 

Llvne said that additional 
evidence against the suspect had 
been obtained during the past few 
days. 


Katyushas strike Upper Galilee

Katyusha rockets fired by terrorists 
west of Ramat Arnoun in South 
Lebanon yesterday damaged 
bouses and cars in an Upper Galilee 
settlement.

Hurviiz wants bank bosses 
to pay for payroll padding 
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Knesset unit to rule on housing deal 

O Rfeveniun Admlnlnt

The Housing Ministry’s con- 
troversial contract with the sons of 
Finance Minister Yigael Hurvfts, 
Yonnl and Yoav, for the construc- 
tion of rental housing for some 
$50m. will be discussed In the near 
fixture by the Knesset Finance Com- 
mittee. 

Officials of the ministry and the 
Treasury said yesterday that the 
committee’s approval Is needed for 
the government guarantees in- 
volved in the project. The contract 
with the Hurvltx-controUed Cor- 
poration for Economic Develop- 
ment, was signed on August 12. 

The . officials also reported at 
yesterday’* press briefing that 
Urice^a minister is Involved and 
may - enjoy future, If not present, 
benefits, the contract must be ap- 
proved by a ministerial committee, 
according to the Asher Committee 
rules on conflict of .ministerial in- 
terest. Action by the ministerial 
committee is also expected soon. 

However, the officials yesterday 
still kept secret the contract’s 
precise terms because it has not yet 
reached the Knesset Finance Com- 
mittee. Stripped of its complexities 
and legal details, the history and 
provisions of the contract are as 
follows, as obtained from 
authoritative sources: 

The project originated some two 
yean ago On the Initiative of a 


group of American lawyers active 
In Jewish affairs. They proposed 
tapping a source of foreign credit 
that had been Inaccessible for 
Israel-U.S. Insurance companies, 
who are not allowed to lend money 
to foreign countries. The initiators, 
therefore, sought a way to get long- 
term fin a n cing from this source, for 
the purpose of housing construction 
In Israel, through the intermediary 
of a U.S.-incorporated non-profit 
organization which. In turn, would 
have its borrowings from the In- 
surance companies backed by the 
Israel government and Israeli com- 
mercial banka. 

The Idea was to set up a non-profit 
organisation, provisionally named 
the Agency for Israeli Housing, 
which would borrow $60m. long- 
term — 20 years — from American 
insurance companies. The 
accountant-general, El tan Raff, ex- 
plains that apart from govemznent- 
to-government loans, the 
possibilities of borrowing for such a 
long term are almost non-existent, 
and the terms are such that he, as 
accountant-general, would be glad 
to accept mare loans on similar con- 
ditions. 

To guarantee the re paym ent of 
the principal that the ABTH would 
borrow, the Treasury would set up a 
collateral account la the U.S. With 
an annual interest rate of 8 per cent, 
compounded quarterly, the govern- 
ment would have to invest some 
WOm. to get fSOra. by the end of 20 


years; with an interest rate of 12 per 
cent a year, the required Invest- 
ment la $4. 7m. These funds would be 
borrowed from the AFIH Itself. 

The AFIH would, out of the money 
borrowed from the U.S. insurance 
companies, give mortgage loans In 
an amount of $40m. to another cor- 
porate entity — called the Israel 
Housing Project. This would be a 
limited partnership under U.S. law. 
The general partner in such a 
partnership assumes the respon- 
sibility for the partnership’s 
liabilities, while the limited 
partners are responsible only to the 
extent of their participation. 

‘Die general partner In the IHP to 
the Corporation for Economic 
Development (CED), In which the 
Hurvlts brothers are the majority 
shareholders. The limited partners 
are private investors from the U.S., 
who are entitled to tax benefits on 
the economic rent and the debt ser- 
vice of their Investments, and for 
whom the IHP therefore serves aa a 
tax haven. Altogether, the IHP 
would put up $i0m. of equity capital 
to complement the $40m. that would 
be lent by the AFIH. 

The Hurvitz family was brought 
Into this project when the American 
Initiators approached Eitan 
Ylsraeli after he had left the Israel 
government's service as 
agricultural attach^ in Washington. 
In search of private entrepreneurs

At the economic cabinet meeting, 
Hurvitz explained that overspen- 
ding on the one hand and lower Qian 
expected tax revenues on tbe other, 
have created a large deficit for the 
first half of the year. To close the 
gap, he said, the government will 
have to cut Its expenses even more 
and at the same time, raise taxes 
and cancel tax breaks awarded 
recently to corporations, Investors 
and workers. 

Budget Department director 
Haim Aridn added that there has 
been a rise In local authorities 1 
deficits, and also an increase in sub- 
sidisation as various rates were not' 
raised In time. 

Rounding out the picture, Lynn 
predicted that tax revenue for the 
year will total XS46.4b., an increase 
of only 118 per cent over fiscal 1979, 
compared to Inflation projected at 
129-130 per cent. 

The revenue projection's two 
main components are income tax 
department IS29b. (Including the 
planned IS2b. increase from im- 
proved collection), a 128 per cent 
rise, and customs department 
(including value added and other in- 
direct taxes) I9l7b., an increase of 
105 per cent. Most of the drop stems 
from a 25-30 per cent fall in 
purchase of durable goods, both im- 
ports and of local origin. 

Treasury economists yesterday 
expressed doubts as to whether the 
income tax department will be able 
to meet its part of the updated 
forecast, which calls for a drop of 
only 5-7 per cent In all tax revenue. 

The meeting, with Deputy Prime 
Minister Ylgael Yadin replaced by 
Labour and Social Affairs Minister 
Israel Katz and Homing Minister 
David Levy absent, also heard the 
news that National Insurance 
revenues are lagging behind expec- 
tations because amendments to the 
law governing them were not Im- 
plemented according to plan. 

The economic cabinet will stt once 
more next week, and then pass on 
the revised budget proposal to the 
entire cabinet, which will in turn br- 
ing it to the Knesset for approval. 

In other action, the committee's 
ministers voted that tax payments 
and refunds will all be rounded off 
toL- the nearest shekel.

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Shafir speaks out for new police plan: 

Fully-funded Tirosh 
will only contain crime

- Even if police receive the funds 
necessary to Implement their 
proposed reorganisation plan, the 
extent of crime in Israel will not be 
lessened but only contained, 
Inspector-General Herzl Shafir 
warned yesterday. 

Presenting the Tirosh reorganiza- 
tion plan to reporters In Jerusalem 
yesterday, Shafir said that crime 
rates have jumped sharply in the 
last five years. At the same time, 
the percentage of crime cases solv- 
ed has fallen. 

Tirosh Is meant to meet the rising 
crime wave, Shafir explained. The 
plan was put together during the 
first four months of 1980 by police 
commanders of various br an c hes 
and levels. 

The cabinet unanimously ap- 
proved the plan in principle last 
Sunday, and delegated Finance 
Minister TIgael Hurvitz and 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg to set- 
tle the budget to be allocated to im- 
plementing the plan. 

Police national headquarters es- 
timates that the plan will cost 
IS1.25b. at January 1980 prices, and 
it has requested that the sum be 
allocated in equal parts over the 
next several years. But Treasury of- 
ficials have already said that only a 
small portion of that amount will be 
available for starting Implementa- 
tion this year. Hurvitz has claimed 
that he “does not know from where 
the money can be taken." 

Police estimate that if the Tirosh 


plan la not applied soon, they will be 
unable to cope with crime In Israel 
and unable to guarantee public safe- 
ty. Senior officers have said that the 
force has for some time already 
been “under the red line, and its 
condition Is deteriorating dally.” 

Shafir noted that the police 
force's main shortfall is In 
professional personnel, especially 
in its Investigation and Intelligence 
departments. But neither are 
patrolmen and ad min is t rators at 
the desired level, he added. 

According to the inspector- 
general, tbe police also suffer from 
a serious shortage of equipment, 
vehicles, radios and building 
space. Existing structures are 40 
years old or more, he noted, and 
simply do not meet the needs of a 
modern force. 

Shafir said **»■* the police must 
completely revamp their approach 
to the war on crime, and must adopt 
a new system of increased foot 
patrols: "We have planned a 
system which divides the whole 
country .into beats, in which special 
police will be able to observe what 
goes on from close up,” he explain- 
ed. 

Turning to the subject of organiz- 
ed crime, Shafir said that the police 
have worked over the last few 
months on defining the term to 
make a war against it possible. “I 
can say that recent Investigations 
into various criminal affairs were 
the fruit of this planning, and we ex- 
pect results In this area soon," he 
predicted. 


EC’s foreign ministers plan 
talks on Mideast initiative

LONDON. — The foreign ministers 
of the nine European Community 
countries will meet next week in 
New York during tbe UN General 
Assembly to decide how to continue 
their Middle East peace Initiative. 

This was announced last night by 
British Sbrelgn Secretary Lord 
Carrington at a press conference 
which followed his address to 400 
Jewish leaders. 

Carrington told the meeting that 
more precise Information would 
have to be obtained by the Nine, 
such as how many people the 
Palestinians envisage living In a 
Palestinian state. 

When queried about reported 
Arab plans to get Israel expelled 
from the UN, he said he would total- 


ly oppose such a move. 

He denied that Britain's Middle 
East policy was governed by Arab 
oil Interests. “Nobody can accuse 
Britain of wanting Arab oil," be 
said. 

Though criticized by a number of 
questioners regarding his attitude 
towards the Palestine liberation 
Organization, Carrington main- 
tained that the PLO had to be in- 
volved In negotiations because it 
represented a large number of 
Palestinians. 

Carrington was subjected to some 
heckling, even given what one par- 
ticipant described as "a tough 
reception.” 

Tbe meeting of the Jewish leaders 
was organized at Carrington's re- 
quest by the Board of Deputies of 
British Jews. 


Terrorist says Arab summit 
depends on U.S. elections 


BEIRUT (AP). — Saudi Arabia Is 
urging other Arab states to post- 
pone a planned Arab summit in Jor- 
dan until after the U.S. elections In 
case of changes in American policy, 
a militant Palestinian- leader said. 


Nayef Hawatmeh of the 
Democratic Front for tbe Libera- 
tion of Palestine said the summit 
scheduled to be held in early 
November could be put off until ear- 
ly next year. 


‘"The summit might be delayed as 
requested by Saudi AraMa which 
wants Arabs to sort out their 
differences before the summit Is 
held," Hawatmeh said during an In- 
terview this week at his head- 
quarters in the Palestinian 
neighbourhood of Sabra. 

Officials In Jordan said tbe sum- 
mit hod been tentatively reschedul- 
ed from early November to 
November 28 and there was a 
possibility of further changes. 


Air-conditioning for taxis 
required within six months

HAIFA. — All taxis win be required 
to have air-conditioning within the 
next six months. Transport Minister 
Haim Landau revealed yesterday. 

La n dau told a press conference 


here that the Treasury had agreed 
to waive the taxes on the air- 
conditioners for taxis. He said the 
installation would cost tbe nation's 
6,000 taxi-owners about IBS ,000 
each. _ 

Landau was speaking at a 
luncheon aboard the ZLm freighter 
Shlkraa. He was visiting Haifa ship- 
ping facilities In connection with the 
International Day of the Sea. 

Discussing the fnl range of 
transportation, Landau said that he 
appreciated the difficulties en- 
countered when tourists taking a 
taxi were required to pay 165 per 
cent more than the meter showed, 
because the meters were chronical- 
ly behind the new prices. However, 
there were only two companies ser- 
vicing the meters, and they 
appeared to be unable to keep the 
meters updated. 

Asked why ms ministry had per- 


mitted bus drivers to gradually Ig- 
nore the regulation obllglng'them to 
display their name and registration 
number on their coin dispensers, 
Landau conceded that he did not 
know such a regulation existed. It 
had been promulgated by the 
previous minister In response to 
drivers who refused to Identify 
themselve to passengers, and thus 
prevented complaints. Now that his 
attention had been drawn to the 
matter, be said, he would look Into 
It. 

Landau said that El A1 staff- 
reductions would continue to cut the 
company's losses, and promised 
they would be effected “from top to 
bottom." 

Regarding charter flights, he said 
that "frightful verbal violence" had 
been let loose by the charter 
operators who wanted a fr fee hand to 
skim the cream during the high 
season. 

Earlier in the day, Landau mark- 
ed the International Day of the Sea 
by lowering a wreath Into Haifa Bay 
in memory of all those who had lost 
their lives in the conquest of the 
seas.

Israel’s defence spending has also 
gone up, die report says. In 1979, the 
total was 84.9b. while this year it 
rase to gS-2b. (or 81,338 per capita of 
the population). 

But tfie percentage of the Gross 
National Product that Israel is 
spending on defence has gone down 
from 85.9 In 1970 to 314 last year. 

The total number In the armed 
farces of Israel has gone up from 

185.000 In 1870 to 109,000 In 1980. 
While the army has actually been 
slightly reduced, the air force has 
substantially increased, from 21,000 
last year to 28,000. 

The air farce has a considerable 
amount of equipment on order, in- 
cluding 15 F-158, 67 F16As and eight 
F-16B fighter planes, 30 Hughes 
helicopter gunsMps, 600 Maverick 
air-to-Burfaee missiles and' 5 00 
sjr-to- missiles. 

Hie size of Egypt’s armed fences ' 
has been reduced to 387,000 from 

895.000 last year. Tbe biggest reduc- 
tion is tobe found in the army itself, 
dow n 30,000 t o amjlOO- No figure to 
available for the amount spent by 
Egypt this year on defence. 

Another Middle East country to 
register 'an increase in Its armed 
forces in the past year is Iraq, with 
an additional 20 , 000 , bringing the 
total up to 242,500. As with Egypt, 
no figure la available for its mflftuy 
spending this year. Much of the In- 
crease in personnel can be found In 
the air force, which has Increased in 
the past year from 28.000 to 88,000. 

The Military Balance points out- 
that Britain la now supplying arms 
to nine Middle East countries. They 
are Bahrain, Egypt, Jordan, 
Kuwait, Oman, Qatar, Saudi Arabia 
and the United Arab Emirates. 


Since Egypt abrogated Its treaty 
with the Soviet Union four years 
ago, that country baa delivered no 
significant arms supplies to Cairo. 
However, the report states, “somes 
supplies may still be coming from 
other Warsaw Pact -nations." 

Asked by The Jerusalem .Post to 
assess the statistics, a spokesman 
for the Institute said that it would 
be wrong to read too much Into the 
comparison . between this year's 
figures and those of the previa us 
year. 

While it was clear that Syria was 
trying to became a stronger 
military force, he said "the question 
is whether they can handle the 
hardware that they are acquiring." 
The Iraqis, too, were attempting to 
become “the dominant power in the 
Gulf, but they were hampered 
above all by their lack of naval 
capability. 

As for the substantial amounts of 
equipment on order by Arab States, 
the spokesman did not think that 
this would alter the balance in the 
area, as 'most of it would merely be 
replacing "old stuff." 

On the Syria-Libya merger, he did 
not think that It posed any real 
strategic threat, particularly aa the 
two countries did not have con- 
tiguous borders. "It’s a political 
rather than a military exercise and 
I can see all sorts of pitfalls" he 
said.

Bar Soviets from Chess Olympiad, 
says former USSR national champion 


MOSCOW (UPI). — International 
Gra n d m aster Boris Gulko appealed 
yesterday to the Inte rnational 
Chess Federation (FIDE) to ex- 
clude the Soviet Union from the 
World Chess Olympiad opening 
November 20 in Malta. 

Oulko, who was the Soviet 
National Champion In 1977 and a 
potential contender to Anatoly Kar- 
pov's world crown, based bis appeal 
on the Soviet Union's refusal to let 
him and Ms family emigrate to 
Israel. 

■All these discriminatory 
me asur es against us are a violation 
of FIDB’s statutes” 33-year -old 
Gulko sold In a statement handed to 
Western reporters. 

He noted that South Africa and 


Rhodesia were both expelled from 
FIDE for practising discr iminatio n 
against black chess players. 

"Your position since the moment 
we applied to emigrate could be 
called a form of imprisonment. We 
are completely Isolated from chess, . 
which Is our profession, we have 
been dismissed from our work, 
which is connected with chess, *rn t 
we ore excluded from all chess com- 
petitions”, Gulko said. 

Gulko apd hla 23-year-old wife 
applied to emigrate to Israel with 
their 18-month-old son in May 1979. 
They were Immediately dismissed 
from their work as chess coaches In 
Moscow clubs and have not been in- 
vited to take part In any tour- 
naments since then.

Budget cuts have forced the 
Jerusalem Symphony Orchestra of 
the Broadcasting Authority to 
eliminate one of Its 10 subscription 
concerts and prevented it from 
holding special concerts for youth. 

However, the 100-member 
orchestra has collected enough con- 
tributions to erase the deficit of its 
upcoming one-month concert tour to 
West Germany, Switzerland and 
France — the orchestra's first to 
Western Europe In its 44-year 
history. 

Conductor and musical director 
Gary Bertinl, orchestra manager 
Yehuda Fichler. Kol Y Israel radio 
director Gideon Lev-Ary and radio 
music division director Slmha 
Arom met the press yesterday to 
mark last Tuesday night’s opening 
of the new concert season. 

Fichler explained that the Educa- 
tion Ministry and the Jerusalem 
Municipality had turned down the 
orchestra's request for funds to pre- 
sent special concerts to increase 
music appreciation among youth. 

The orchestra la giving only nine 
subscription concerts this season 
and it also bas to cut the number of 
performances in its TV concerts, 
Explorations (modern and ex-

perl mental music) and Mostly Back 
series. 

But the works to be presented In- 
clude many difficult pieces and. 
some — such as Mahler's 
Symphony no. 5 — that the 
orchestra has not played at any 
time in its history. 

The orchestra leaves for Europe 


next week to play 24 concerts in 32 
days. Nineteen will be performed In 
Germany. There will be two con- 
certs In Switzerland and three in 
France, Including the Lille Festival ' 
and one at the Theatre dea Champs 
Elysdes in Paris. 

Bertinl will conduct the concerts, 
soloists will be the 23-year-old 
Russian-born pianist Yefim Bronf- 
man, as well a a Michael Maisky, 
cello. 

Of the IS2.im. cost of the tour, 
more than ISl.8m. should be 
covered by admission tickets and 
recordings, and the rest will be 
funded by the Education and 
Foreign Ministries, the Broad- 
casting Authority, the Jerusalem 
Foundation, the Israel-French 
Cultural Foundation and the 
Munich Municipality.

OPEC meeting ends 
with lack of accord

VIENNA. — OPEC ministers failed 
to agree on a long-term pricing for- 
mula after three days of talks here, 
and d ecided to hold another meeting 
on October 14 to try to resolve their 
differences, ministers said yester- 
day. 

United Arab Emirates OH 
Minister M&na Said al-Otelba told 
reporters as he left Vienna's Hof- 
burg Palace that divergences which 
emerged Tuesday night were still 
unresolved yesterday. 

Iran, Algeria and Libya refused 
Tuesday night to agree to a Saudi 
Arabian plan submitted to the con- 
ference of oil. finance and foreign 
ministers of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) for raising crude oil prices 
during the next decade. 

These three states demanded 
faster increases, conference 
sources said. 

Otelba said OPEC oil ministers 
would meet "somewhere In 
Europe” next October 14 to resume 
discussions on drafting a declara- 
tion embodying the long-term pric- 


ing formula. 

The meeting also failed to reach 
agreement on aid for developing 
countries, another principal aim of 
OPEC’s long-term strategy. 

An OPEC spokesman said the 
conference decided to remit 
proposals for expa n di ng OPEC's 
special aid fund for developing 
countries to a meeting of finance 
ministers in Quito, Ecuador, next 
October 6 . 

The of the Vienna conference 
was to work out the orga ni sat i on's 
long-term strategy in a document to 
be submitted for approval to a 
meeting of OPEC heads of state In 
Baghdad early in November. 

Saudi Arabian Oil Minister Ahm- 
ed Zaki Yamanl said after the 
breakup of the meeting that his 
country still would not cut its 
production of 9.0m. barrels a day. at 
least for the rest of the year.

Terror leader, 
police chief 
slain in Turkey 

ANKARA. — A police commander 
was shot dead by gunmen and a 
prominent left-wing extremist was 
killed after a gun battle in Istanbul 
yesterday In the bloodiest Incidents 
since tbe military seized power In 
Turkey last Friday, police said. 

District Police Chief 'Ay kut Gene 
and his wife Rana were shot outside 
their home by two gunmen who es- 
caped In a car. Mrs. Gene was 
seriously wounded. 

Police officials said late yester- 
day that two suspected Dev-Sol 
terrorists had been Identified In the 
shooting of Gene but had not been 
apprehended. 

Dev-Sol, one of 28 terrorist gangs 
that the country's new military 
rulers are trying to crush. Is accused 
of much of the political violence 
that has rocked Turkey In the past 
six months. Nightly murders were 
routinely taking more than 29 lives 
In the final weeks before the 
Turkish army coup on Friday. 

Dev-Sol, which announced its 
plans to retaliate against the 
military In telephone calls to 
Turkish newspapers early yester- 
day, Is also held responsible tor the 
July murder In Istanbul of former 
prime minister Nihat Frlm. 

In another Istanbul district, 
yesterday police shot and killed 
Zekl Yaci, leader of the self-styled 
* 'Marxist- Leninist Armed 
Propaganda Union.” He had es- 
caped from a high security prison in 
the city last month while awaiting 
trial on murder charges. 

The outlawed leftist group has 
been one of the most violent of the 
radical movements In Istanbul. It 
claimed responsibility for two other 
incidents last December and April 
when six Americans, Including two 
servicemen, were shot dead In 
Istanbul streets. 

Since the takeover by six top 
generals and the formatloq of a rul- 
ing national security council on Fri- 
day, martial law has been imposed 
on the whole of the country. 

The junta leaders yesterday an- 
nounced plans to go to parliament 
today to take an oath before the 
country. The generals have refused 
to divulge what they will swear to. 

One source said a new premier 
may be named within 24 hours. The 
junta issued two decrees yester- 
day: one allows the military to bold 
arrested persons for up to 80 days 
without bringing charges. Tbe other 
allows all Turkish citizens to travel 
abroad. A travel ban was imposed 
immediately after the 00141 . 

The junta Is holding at least 1,800 
"political extremists" around the 
country. (AP, UPI, Reuter)

LONDON. — The Soviet Union and 

its satellites have seized a com man- " 

ding lead over the U.S. and Its allies 
in both strategic nuclear and con- 
ventional weapons, the Inter- 
national Institute for Strategic 
Studies (ITSS) said In a report 
released today. 

The prestigious Institute, which 
has been consulted by leading 
governmental figures throughout 
the West, said that it will take years 
to overtake the lead of the Warsaw 
Pact nations. 

"Not until NATO (North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization) begins to 
deploy new long-range (missile) 
systems In about 1983-4 can any 
substantial Increase in Itq capabili- 
ty be expected," the USS said In Its 
wTinimi survey of world military 
strength.

Brzezinski defends role in 
Billy’s Libya contacts 


WASHINGTON. — President Jim- 
my Carter’s National Security Ad- 
viser, Zbigniew Brsezinakl, testified 
yesterday that he did not com- 
promise U.S. intelligence by telling 
the president's brother of the in- 
terception of a cable sent by the 
latter to Libya. 

He did, however, confirm that his 
call to Billy Carter, informing him 
that a cable concerned with Billy’s 
attempt to become a broker for Li- 
byan crude oil on behalf of the 
Charter Oil Company, of Jackson- 
ville, Florida, was based on Infor- 
mation he obtained from CIA direc- 
tor Stansfield Turner. This is what 
led several senators on the special 
Senate subcommittee Investigating 
the relationship between Billy 
Carter and Libya to suggest that 
Brzezbiald had shown some laxity In 
the handling of sensitive security 
matters. 

"Ab Stansfield Turner is reported 
to have testified, our intelligence 
was not compromised in my ad- 
monishing call to Billy Carter,” 
Brzezlnaki tokl the subcommittee. 


Tbe national security aide was the 
only witness called to appear before 
the Senate panel yesterday, in what 
might be the final public hearing in 
Its investigation. 

On Tuesday, the panel heard from 
Phillip J. Wise Jr., the White House 
appointments secretary, who 
denied tipping off the president's 
brother about a Justice Department 
investigation, but was unable to 
recall details of several telephone 
calls to Billy Carter and hie 
associates. 

Billy Carter, running ads In the 
Atlanta newspapers.

Another jet hijacked to Cuba 


MIAML — A jetliner about to land 
at Columbia, South Carolina, with 
ill people on board was hijacked to 
Havana yesterday by two Cubans 
who doused a stewardess with a li- 
quid and threatened to set her on 
fire, officials said. 

The Delta Air Linen Boeing 727, 
the 10th airliner hijacked to Cuba in 
just over five weeks, landed safely 
in Miami after Cuban authorities 
took the air pirates Into custody at 
Havana’s Jose Marti Airport. As 
with all previous hijackings this 
year, no injuries were reported. 

Since the latest rash of hijackings 
began, U.S. marshals have been 
placed aboard some flights, but the 
Federal Aviation Administration 
said none was aboard the Delta 
plane. After interviewing members 


of the crew when the plane returned 
to Miami, an FBI agent said, "two 
males poured a liquid, possibly gas- 
oline, over parts of the rear of the 
cabin. Some of it apparently spilled 
on a flight attendant." 

It was not determined Im- 
mediately whether the Cubans 
were refugees who had come to the 
U.S. in the "Freedom Flotilla" 
boatlift earlier this year. 

The hijacking came leas than 24 
hours after an announcement by 
the Communist Party newspaper 
Granma in Havana said that "those 
who abandon the fatherland have 
no return: they went on a one-way 
trip." The paper warned that hi- 
jackers face imprisonment in Cuba 
or a return to the U.S. for prosecu- 
tion, (AP.UPI) ....

“I received a telephone call from 
Brzezlnakl." writes Sullivan, “in 
the clear aver the international cir- 
cuit from Washington, asking 
whether I thought I could arrange a 
military coup against the revolu- 
tion. I regret that the reply I made 
to unprintable." 

Brzezlnakl 's press spokesman, 
Alfred Friendly Jr., has already 
replied that Sullivan's article to 
“self-serving and inaccurate." He 
refused, however, to otter a polnt- 
by-point rebuttal. 

THE TROUBLE came to a head, 
according to Sullivan, in November 
1978, when Brzezlnski "began to 
make his own policy, and establish- 
ed his own ‘embassy’ In Teheran In 
the person of Ardeshlr Zahedl, the 
shah's ambassador to 
Washington.” Zahedl “returned to 
Teheran at Braezinskl's behest, 
with the explicit mission of pulling 
the shah’s resolve together so that 
he could suppress the revolution." 

This ran directly counter to the 
despatches returning to the State 
Department from Sullivan and his 
staff. "Time and. again the shah had

told me he could not use force.. .He 
continually told me to warn 
Washington to pay no attention to 
Zahedl because he did not under- 
stand the current situation. Natural- 
ly , my reports of this warning serv- 
ed only to deepen the divisions and 
heighten the suspicions that beset 
Washington at the time.” 

Sullivan had already decided to 
resign in protest, but delayed the 
announcement while he saw to the 
safety of American personnel 
caught In the midst of “the an- 
ticipated holocaust” In a hot-line 
call to the then secretary of state, 
Cy, s Vance, he urged that an 
A* .urican emissary be sent to Paris 
to assure Ayatollah Khomeini of 
U.S. support after hla inevitable 
return to Iran. 

Vance agreed, and an envoy was 
chosen: Theodore Eliot, then 
Inspector-general of the Foreign 
Service, a fluent Farsi speaker with 
an Intimate knowledge of the situa- 


tion. Sullivan thought the day might 
be saved. Then he received “an 
urgent night-time message" from 
the president, ordering him to tell 
the shah that the EUot mission was 
cancelled. 

Carter was resting in Guadeloupe 
at the time. His only companion 
there was Brzezlnski, whose next 
message informed Sullivan of the 
arrival of hla own envoy to 
Teheran, General Robert Huyser. 
Hla mission was to maintain the 
loyalty of Iranian troops to the tran- 
sitional government of Shahpour 
Bakhtiar. 

SULLIVAN HAD already reported 
that Bakhtiar ‘s regime could not 
survive, and that the army would 
never fire on fellow Iranians. 
Brzezlnski had taken a different 
view. Every action being taken, felt 
Sullivan, “ran directly counter to 
U.S. Interests.” 

Sullivan again told Washington 
that binding the Iranian armed 
forces to Bakhtiar would “result in 
the disintegration of the armed 
forces and eventually In the dis- 
integration of Iran." A “terse" 
'message in reply Instructed him 


"to continue U.S. support for 
Bakhtiar, no matter what reser- 
vations.! had." At that point, he 
despaired of salvaging the situa- 
tion. 

“However, I was still responsible 
for protecting about 16,000 remain- 
ing Americana in the face of 
enveloping crisis. Z therefore 
quenched my Irish temper, sent my 
wife out of the country and 
prepared for the worst.” It was not 
long coming. 

Sullivan, now the president of the 
American Assembly, a New York- 
based foreign-policy think-tank. Is a 
widely respected figure with three 
decades of service to the State 
Department. Brzezlnski will not 
easily duck bis criticisms, despite 
the White House statement that 
“now is not the time to conduct a 
public debate on the details." 

Ronald Reagan, Carter's 
Republican opponent for the 
presidency, is expected to use 
Sullivan’s article to reawaken the 
electorate’s concern about the fate 
of the 52 U.S. hostages In Teheran, 
now in their nth month of captivity.

PRESIDENT GISCARD’s 
pugnacious announcement that the 
French have built and tested a 
neutron bomb has reinvigorated in- 
terest in the American version of 
this weapon. 

It turns out that far more 
research and development work on 
neutron bombs has been performed 
In the U.S. In the past two years 
than has been publicly acknowledg- 
ed, and that the weapon Itself could 
be available for deployment in 
Europe as early as March next 
year. 

President Carter's 1978 decision 
to “kill” the neutron bomb could. In 
other words, be speedily reversed if 
Ronald Reagan — who is com- 
mitted to the bomb's deployment — 
is elected president in November. 

The Pentagon, lt turns out, has 
been planning furiously for a returfi 
of the bomb, which most army and 
air forc^ generals believe is the 
best tactical battlefield weapon the 
West has- 

The neutron bomb is a small 
atomic weapon designed to emit 
huge quantities of deadly radiation, 
but with very little blast. It will kill 
living oreatures but will leave 
many structures — roads, bridges, 
airfields — intact. 

The burst of radiation will, In ad- 
dition, pass through great 
thicknesses of metal, making an 
Ideal tactical weapon for stopping 
tank Invasions, since the radiation 
will kill tank crews almost instant- 
ly, though without destroying the 
tanka. 

PRESIDENT CARTER, who 
responded to public pressure not to 
deploy what was called a “people- 
killer," is expected to come under 
pressure from the Pentagon, to put.

Hints that the Pentagon has 
readied the weapon for near- 
immediate deployment come in the 
latest so-called “Impact 
statement “ of the Arms Control and 
Disarmament Agency — an in- 
dependent branch of the govern- 
ment that reports on toe likely 
arms control effect of various 
American weapon plans. 

This year's report, although 
heavily classified and "sanitized” 
by the Pentagon, contains some In- 
triguing clues about the neutron 
bomb, which have led experts to 
conclude it is only weeks away from 
translation into reality. 

The principal clues come in 
lengthy expositions of the status of 
two nuclear artillery sheila at pre- 
sent being produced for use with 
American forces In E urop e. The 
shells, known as the W-70 Lance 
and the W-79 “eight-inch" warhead, 
are, quite simply, being made with 
extra parts that will accommodate 
neutron bomb inserts. 

~ The report' notes that th e Pen- 
tagon has decided "to proceed with 
t.he ,consi,ri| v cJiipn, .oT the 


warheads... using designs which 
would permit their subsequent con- 
version to enhanced radiation 
warheads (neutron bomb 
warheads). In addition, to maintain 
the options of Installing enhanced 
radiation elements later, some of 
the (deleted^ enhanced radiation 
components will he produced 
l deleted)," 

IN A TECHNICAL discussion of the 
eight-inch artillery-fired atomic 
projectile, or AFAP, mention -is 
made that “as is the case with the 
Lance W-70 warhead, it is now 
planned to produce the XM-753 in a 
non-enhanced version with the W- 
79-0 warhead. In which the enhanc- 
ed radiation capability could sub- 
sequently be added. Like the W-70- 
4, some of the W-79 enhanced radia- 
tion components will be co- 
produced (deleted)." 

That final word “co-produced” -is 
what has astonished defence ex- 
perts In Washington — because it is 
the first time the Department 'pi 
Defence has admitted that it ia ac- 
tually producing neutron bomb 
components. The rest of t&e 
report's language could be inter- 
preted as meaning that the Pen- 
tagon wants simply to provide for 
the possible eventual construction 
of neutron weapons. 

THE USE of the word “co- 
produce,” which perhaps should 
have been deleted along with its Im- 
mediate successor, suggests thkt 
parts are already being made, and 
that perhaps the fission warheads 
themselves have already been 
made and are in, as the report says 
elsewhere 1 , "storage throughout the 
United States.”

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Industry charged higher rates than anywhere else 

Manufacturers complain 
about rising bank interest 


Diamond industry hit by world 
slump, higher financing costs

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — The Interest rates 
charged Industrial plants by the 
banks — which will go up by 
another 7 per cent on October 1 — 
are higher than those charged by 
any bank in any of the main coun- 
tries to, which we export. This was 
stated yesterday by Araon Tlberg, 
deputy director-general of the 
Manufacturers Association, speak* 
Ing to The Jerusalem Post. 

He stressed that the high interest 
.rates made Israeli goods abroad 
' more expensive and thus less com- 
petitive, making them much harder 
to sell. 

“We are astounded that Arnon 
Gafny, governor of the Bank of 
Israel, allowed the banks to raise 
their rates again,*' he said, 
“especially when be is fighting so 
hard to set up a package deal with 
us and the Hlstadrut. We can't be 
expected to freeze prices when the 
costs of production and raw 
materials continuously rise." 

According to Tlberg. there was no 
reason to permit the 7 per cent in- 
crease in interest rates this Oc- 
tober. “The index might have risen 
by 8.2 per cent In August, but the 
annual rate of inflation has not 
changed much." 

1 He claimed that according to 


figures liis association had drawn 
up. the banks were making a nice 
“real" profit at the present rates. 
He said that the “real" (as distinct 
from inflationary) rates in August, 
and at present, were 19 per cent on 
regular loans and as high as 77 per 
cent on unauthorized "overdraft" 
loans. 

. (The Inflationary rates were 169 
per cent and 802 per cent respec- 
tively. These figures are based cm 
compounding the interest rate 
every three months, since the 
hanks grant loans only for three- 
month periods, or less.) 

“The new average 'real' rates 
will he as high as 20 per cent a 
year," he claimed. He expected to 
have figures soon for the “real" un- 
authorized overdraft rates. 

“At present, the average cost of 
financing an industrial plant la 
about 20 per cent of the cost of 
production. This includes an 
average of both the regular and 
directed (government-subsidized) 
credit.” 

In many plants, Tlberg claimed, 
the cost of financing Is almost as 
high as the cost of labour. 

He admitted, however, that there 
was very little the Industrialists 
could do about the latest hike, ex- 
cept to scream to high heaven — 
which he did not think would do | 
much good.

TEL AVIV. — Israel's diamond in- 
dustry continues to he plagued by 
recessionary conditions, as world 
demand for gems is running below 
forecasts. 

Sales to the U.S. in particular 
have been negatively affected by 
the current economic downturn 
there. 

Diamond manufacturers and 
dealers, who have just returned 
from their summer vacations, are 
seriously concerned about the 
worsening of the percentag e of 
financing extended by the Ministry 
of Finance. Financing la to be 
lowered from 80 per cent to 70 per 
cent of the value of the merchan- 
dise. 

Furthermore, current interest 
rates are to be raised from a level of 
60 per cent of the Eurodollar rate, to 
70 per cent In effect this has raised 


the Interest rate by one per cent 

The pressure of interest rates baa 
become even more acute, as 
Eurodollar rates have recently been 
in a strong uptrend, from a low of 
about 9 per cent, a month ago, to 
about 12 per cent in recent days. 

Haim Danleli, general manager 
of the Diamond Manufacturers 
Association, pointed out that by 
comparison South African Diamond 
Indus trlauata are only charged 6.2 
per cent interest. The Israeli dia- 
mond industry, according to 
Danleli, is further hampered com- 
petitively yls-a-via the South 
Africans, in that the latter obtain 
roughs at a price 10 per cent lower 
than that paid by. Israel. 

Hie Israel Diamond Manufac- 
turers Association Is currently ask- 
ing the Bank of Israel and the 
Ministry of Finance to reconsider 
the worsening of interest rates and 
terms of financin g. 


British Airways adjusts to losses 


Mahaz vs. noise from the skies

Be'erl was 
submitting a petition to the Health 
Ministry against crop-dusting 
planes flying over the Beilinson 
quarter of Petah Tikva. 

In his complaint to the Ramie dis- 
trict health officer, he pointed out 
that the low-flying planes, taking 
off early In the morning, disturbed 
the sleep of the residents, especial- 
ly the children. 


LONDON (UPI). — .British 
Airways, faced with "a very serious 
financial situation," will cut SO 
flights a week, sell important Lon- 
don property, and reduce capital 
spending and staff in a bid to “avert 
a crisis," the state-owned company 
announced his week. 

The proposed cuts .Include' the 
money-draining supersonic Con- 
corde flights from London to 
Singapore, and more than 3,800 staff 
this year alone. 

"This is emphatically not a 


crisis," chief Executive Roy Watts 
said In announcing the cuts. “We 
are calling on our whole workforce 
to join together in making quite sure 
it does not become one.” 

The line ran up a $40. 8m. pre-tax 
loss by July this year, against a 
8100.8m. profit ova* the same period 
last year. 

The airline will raise at least 
8720m. by selling and leasing back 
two large do wn to w n air terminals 
and other property, and selling its 
hotel interests. 


Costly drop in waste paper collection 


TEL AVIV. — Amnir, an affiliate of 
the Hadera Paper Mills, which 
collects waste paper and cardboard 
on behalf of the Soldiers Welfare 
Committee, reports a' 20 per cent 
drop In collections lately. 

The company believes that about 
15 per cent of this drop is due to 


“thinner" newspapers, caused by a 
falling-off of advertising, and the 
rest to other reasons. 

Normally, Amnir collects 1,000 
tons of scrap a month. The present 
collection of only 800 tons will 
deprive the Soldiers Welfare Com- 
mittee of about m.00,000 a month.

Sardines baffle 

Haifa Bay 
fishermen

HAIFA. —.The amazing Mediterra- 
nean sardine, sardinella aurtta, baa 
done it again. After disappearing 
almost without a trace from 
Israel's shores three years ago, the 
little fish has come hack in quanti- 
ty, filling the nets of the few dozen 
fishermen who were persistent 
enough not to give up in despair. 

Yet In Its reappearance the sar- 
dine has created almost as much 
trouble as it did when it dis- 
appeared, Fishermen's Union 
secretary Itamar Kats told The 
Jerusalem Post. "But we still 
prefer the troubles of catches/ 1 he 
added quickly. 

The canning industry, virtually 
the sole customer for the sardines, 
has refused to renew Its contract 
■with the union, which guaranteed a 
market at a fixed price for every 
sardine landed, Katz said.- During 
the past three lean years the in- 
dustry had got used to importing 
their fish for canning, “and we 
couldn't object, as long as . we 
couldn't deliver the goods," ha- 
noted. "But now the fishermen de- 
mand preference for their own 
catches, and we ask only IS8.fi per 
kilogram." 

The union enlisted the aid of 
the ministries of agriculture and in- 
dustry and is to meet with officials 
today to work out an agreement. 

So for the 12 groups of fishermen, 
four of them Arabs, who fish for 
sardines in Haifa and Acre Bay, 
"haven't seen an agora yet for their 
efforts, and they need cash," Kats 
said. Instead they are forced to put 
the 400 tons landed since the sar- 
dines appeared again three weeks 
ago, Into cold storage, at con- 
siderable expense. 

Meanwhile Haifa residents are 
treated to the picturesque spectacle 
of the little sardine boats, each with 
its powerful light shining, and 
reflected In the water, bobbing up 
and dawn in the bay. The fishermen 
work at night, attracting the 
heliotropic sardines to their nets 
with their lights. 

Kats said that the 12 groups are 
all that remain of over 20.

The contract with CED, the 
Treasury says, by contrast, 
stipulates an annual Index-linked 
rent of 2 per cent of the assessed 
-value of the land, and after 20 years 
the property would revert to the 
government’s ownership, or the 
rent would be adjusted on the basis 
of a new assessment of Its value by 
the official assessor. Any Increase 
in the value of the land would thus 
accrue to the government. 

One of the benefits that the Hur* 
vitz brothers are to get under the 
contract Is that they would be able 
to borrow up to 10 per cent of the 
funds loaned by AFIH and. get 10 per 
cent of the land leased to the project 
for the construction of commercial 
faculties. These, however, says the 
Treasury, would not be general 
commercial premises, but facilities 
directly related to, and serving, the 
housing projects and their 
neighbourhoods.

guaranteed. 

Furthermore, Treasury sources 
explain, the standard of the housing 
units to be constructed, and thelr 
cost. would be under the control of 
the Housing Ministry — to which the 
critics say that it all depends how 
the controls are applied. 

In addition to the IQ per cent share 
that the promoters would get In the 
loans and land for commercial 
premises, they would 'also get at 
least an 6 per cent development fee. 
Critics of the project say that this la 
high, considering the fact that the 
developers hardly Invest any 
capital of their own. In an oblique 
rebuttal or justification, Treasury 
officials say that such a develop- 
ment fee is not excessive and that, 
besides, the project is based on a 90 
per cent occupancy of the fiats to be 
rented out. This, they say, la a very 
high rate, and only experience 
would show whether the developers 
would make any profit at all. 

The rentals of the flats to be built 
would be uncontrolled, and the con- 
tract expressly says that the 
promoters would have the sole right 
io determine them according to free 
market rates. This, Treasury 
sources point out. Is one of the 
reasons why a government-owned 
company would never have been 
able to mount a project of this type. 
£n any government-owned housing 
project rentals would always be 
kept below market rates, as a result 
of political pressure, and would 
therefore entail subsidies. In that 
case, the loans would not be 
repayable out of revenue from ren- 
tals. 

■ To the argument that the project 
Is designed to serve the affluent, 
who can afford the free market ren- 
tals, the Treasury officials say that 
the demand for rental housing ta 
Israel is In any case limited, since 
most people have a strong 
-preference for ownership, and that 
even If the project directly caters to 
the more affluent,. it would have the 
effect of depressing rentals all 
along the line — thus indirectly 
bringing down the cost of housing 
for all Income groups relying on 
rental housing. 

Furthermore, the government In- 
tends — and the contract stipulates 
that — to subsidize rents In the pro- 
ject, through supplementing the 


rents with direct grants and loans so 
as to cover the principal and in- 
terest payments on the loans from 
AFIH to the developers. These rent 
supplement loans would be 90 per 
cent of the annual amortization of 
principal on any housing project, 
and would carry simple. Instead of 
compound. Interest of 10 per cent a 
year. 

Critics have pointed out that a 
loan of ISim. for 20 years at 10 per 
cent a year, compounded quarterly, 
has a future value of IS7.2m„ while 
the same loan at simple interest 
would be worth only IS3m. by the 
end of the period. Loans at simple 
interest, they point out, are excep- 
tional in transactions of this kind, 
and represent a hidden subsidy. In 
addition, if the developers sell a 
housing project, they would have to 
repay these loans only to the extent 
of half of the difference between the 
sales price and the repayme nt of 
principal on loans from the AFIH. 
the government, and the equity put 
In by the investors. Moreover, If the. 
sales price does not cover these 
payments, the repayment of loan 
principals and equity capital to the 
Investors would take precedence 
over the payment of interest to the 
government. 

Contrary to what the Treasury 
people say about the reversal of the 
land and housing projects to the 
government after 20 years, the con- 
tract says that the government 
would have an option to buy them at 
their appraised market price (i.e., 
any Improvements would accrue to 
the sellers) , but the developers have 
an option to buy the government's 
rights with a 10 per cent discount, 
and at a value no more than 110 per 
cent of the dollar value of the pro- 
ject at the time of its completion. 

The government guarantees 
given are for each payment as it 
falls due — meaning that the 
guarantee may in practice be 
realized currently. This Is an un- 
usual practice. Israel bond owners 
may present them for early 
redemption, for Investment In the 
IHP, provided they put up an equal 
amount of additional equity capital, 
and the government undertakes to 
sell special Israel bonds for this 
project — In other words, under- 
takes to use the Israel bonds 
machinery to promote the project. 

All in all, the critics say, it is a 
fairly generous contract. To which 
others retort that more liberal con- 
tracts have been known In the past.

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IN MOST DEMOCRATIC societies, the electorate discounts 
campaign promises by political contenders; it knows that 
courtship differs from marriage. Certainly this precept is deep- 
ly fixed in the American political experience. 

Tet every four years, during presidential campaigns 
American voters are beguiled with promises, even as they 
know and the candidates know that they know, that what is 
promised before November 4 has little bearing on what will 
happen after that. date. 

In the present U.S. election campaign, as in the past, the three 
presidential rivals are working hard to beguile Jewish voters 
with overripe rhetoric and heady promises about their future 
conduct towards Israel. 

The statement earlier this week, by the Republican can- 
didate. Ronald Reagan, suggesting a Vatican-type arrangement 
for the holy places in Jerusalem, while keeping Jerusalem un- 
divided under Israeli sovereignty, is the latest example of such 
campaign rhetoric. Since Mr. Reagan failed to expound the idea 
in detail, he raised more questions than he answered. 

As the campaign heats up, more such pledges and proposals, 
with a good dash of ambiguity, can be expected. 

American Jews will, as always, determine their vote largely 
in terms of their distinct voting traditions and general 
American perceptions. Israel is one and only one element in the 
American- Jewish equation. 

In this country, however, there is a tendency to exaggerate 
the importance and impact of IsraeMocussed campaign 
rhetoric, and to assume that the lines of distinction which the 
candidates are so keen to draw between themselves during a 
campaign will also Inform their policies once they are elected. 
I^Tfaese are optical illusions, based perhaps on a false projection 
of Israel's ideological political patterns onto the wholly different 
American scene. 

In the United States, new administrations do not seek to undo 
£the past because it was managed by another party. In fact, the 
candidates artiflcally blow up their policy differences precisely 
Because these differences are so often marginal and minuscule. 
Especially in the TV age, it is personality and style that the elec- 
j : tioneering specialists wish to serve up to the electorate, for the 
Issues do not seize fhe voters, as they do, for example, in Israel. 

Thus, rather than dwell on current 17.8. campaign oratory, 
Israelis should ponder the remarks of former President Richard 
Nixon last week. 

The present candidates, Mr. Nixon said, are “going perhaps 
overboard on the pro-Israeli side... they are going to have to 
forget that rhetoric when they deal with the real problem/' 

He speaks from experience, and we should all take heed.

Beware of campaign rhetoric 


Crass interference 


NOBODY loves a criminal turned state’s witness. There is In- 
deed something morally repellent about a lawbreaker being 
allowed to go scot-free in return for testimony incriminating bis 
fellow malefactors. But to reject such evidence out of hand 
would mean to let many more offenders go unpunished. 

That is why state's evidence is held admissible in Israel’s 
courts, even though it is always, as Law Editor Doris Lankin 
points out in The Jerusalem Post today, “subject to a rigorous 
teat of credibility/' 


This has been the law of the land for the past 32 years, and 
never has a legislator, a lawyer, a judge or for that matter a 
rabbi of any note taken umbrage at it on the ground that an 
accessory to an offence is a totally unreliable witness under any 
circumstances. A halachic ruling to this effect was made for the 
first time by Sephardi Chief Rabbi Ovadia Yosef before a group 
of religious youth on Tuesday, and endorsed by Ashkenazi Chief 
Rabbi Shlomo Goren yesterday. 


What, one wonders, has prompted such a sudden burst of 
halachic creativity at Helchal Shlomo? And what has brought 
about such ready agreement between the two antagonistic — 
despite their recent reconciliation — chief rabbis? 

Rabbi Yosef, it may be observed, could easily have confined 
his responsum in the matter to halacha itself — and to the rule of 
halacha as it applies to the rabbinical courts. Instead he ex- 
plicitly called for the repeal of the “shameful" rule about state's 
evidence In the ordinary courts of law. In the meantime, he 
appeared to suggest, the rule should be effectively' suspended, 
by both judges and witnesses. 

Today, the one major case which may turn, if it Is brought to 
trial, on the testimony of accessories, is patently that of Aharon 
Abuhatzeira, the minister for religious affairs, who is suspected 
fay the police of graft and corruption. Although Rabbi Yosef has 
not been on the best of terms with the minister lately, it stands 
to reason that his — "and Rabbi Goren's — halachic ruling is 
tailored specifically for Mr. Abuhatzeira's benefit. 

Even if the ruling has no effect on the judges in this case, 
however observant they may be, observant witnesses — and 
nearly all witnesses in the case are likely to be observant — 
could presumably be frightened by it into silence. This could net 
them up to two years in jail, but the case (like Yitzhak 
Raphael's, some years back) might very well collapse. 

That would not, however, be the end of the affair, by any 
means. Mr. Abuhatzeira's hopes, such as he may entertain, of 
proving his innocence in the court of public opinion, as well as of 
law, would be destroyed. The Chief Rabbis would be found guil- 
ty in the eyes of the people of subornation of witnesses, even if 
they are never formally charged with the offence. So, too, would 
be the NRF if, emboldened by the Chief Rabbis' ruling, it 
threatens to strip of their party posts' all members who turn 
state's evidence against one of the party's cabinet ministers. 

The crass, self-serving interference by the Chief Rabbis in the 
country's legal process has in fact already raised some most 
disturbing, and so far dormant, questions about the relation 
-between the rule of law and the authority of halacha. Many peo- 
ple will welcome such an overdue, if agonizing reassessment. 

From their own viewpoint, though. Rabbis Yosef and Goren 
should view it as a distinct disservice to their cause.

I Steimatzky ’s 
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A WORLD AFRAID 


ELJEZER BERKOVITS calls on Israel to return to the 
sources of its moral strength in face of the world hysteria 
about the Jerusalem Law. 


ANT DAILY newspaper one picks 
up will show headlines like these: 
"Seven executed for plot to 
overthrow Khomeini"; “Ethiopia 
denies reports that It Invaded 
Somalia"; “Indian Government to 
expand internal powers" (Le., to 
assume power to send troops to any 
"disturbed" area in the country); 
"Soviet priest gets five years at 
hard labour.” . 

Such headlines have become the 
world-citizen's breakfast fare. 
They are only the tip of the Iceberg, 
surface signals of a storm of 
worldwide disintegration that is 
brewing in the deep. And yet, the 
chief preoccupation of international 
society has become little Israel. 

In terms of historic significance, 
nothing could he more tragically 
comic than the hysteria of self- 
righteous indignation that greeted 
the Jerusalem Law. One is remind- 
ed of Nero playing the fiddle while 
Rome burned. It Is Important that 
Israel understands the reasons for 
both the self-righteousness and the 
hysteria. 

Both are relatively easy to un- 
derstand. and have nothing to do 
with respect for international law 
or concern with the plight of the 
Palestinian Arabs. The world la the 
same international society that waz 
silent when the Nazis were Im- 
plementing their Final Solution 
against the Jewish people, that 
humbly swallowed the Russian 
annexation of the Baltic states, of 
part of East Prussia, Poland, 
Czechoslovakia and Rumania, and 
did not give a peep when Russian 
troops crushed Hungary and 
Czechoslovakia. 


tematlonal community could not 
forgo the pleasure of exhibiting its 
Olympic sportsmen In a country 
that Invaded, another member of 
the UN. So, why the righteous In- 
dignation against Israel? ‘ 

It would seem to us that the 
nations of the world are not happy 
about their response to the 
Jerusalem 1 Law. They have acted 
the way they did at the command of 
the Arab oil lords. For any free na- 
tion It Is humiliating to be dictated 
to. Self-righteous Indignation 
against someone else is a well- 
known popular remedy for loss of 
self-respect. But why the hysteria? 


HYSTERIA is usually a symptom 
of fear. The Arab control on so ma- 
jor on energy source not only dic- 
tates, to a very large extent, the 
policies of the nations toward 
Israel, but It also undermines the 
economic structure of most of 
them. Besides the suppressed hurt 
to national self-esteem, there la a 
suppressed sense that a day of 
reckoning Is approaching. As long 
as Israel bows meekly to the 
Western dictate, one may pursue 
the delusion that that day may 
never come. The Jerusalem Law 
has disturbed the delusion. 


Neither was the international 
conscience much exercized by the 
genocides perpetrated in Biafra, 
Cambodia, or the mass murders of 
an Idl Amin. To this day it la ignor- 
ing the plight of the Kurdish people, 
oppressed in two countries, as It Ig- 
nored the persecution of the fron- 
tier tribes In Afghanistan. The ln- 


The violent Arab response to a 
vote in the Knesset that has in fact 
changed nothing evoked the spectre 
that It may not be possible to post 
pone Indefinitely the final issue at 
the expense of Israel alone. The 
suppressed sense of threatening 
disaster has been raised closer to 
consciousness. Fear adds hysteria 
to self-righteous indignation. Under 
these conditions, moral and 
spiritual erosion Is unavoidable, 
and moral rot is eating away at the. 
vitals of the Western world. 
Everything is for sale — In- 
stitutions and people, public 
opinions and governmental 
policies. It is only natural that In 
this kind of international “order," 
the reality and the cause of Israel 


should be a continuous irritant and 
a “disorganizing'* element. 

The response to the Jerusalem 
Law should enlighten. Israel that 
this self-righteous hysteria 
demands not negotiation, but 
capitulation by negotiation. The 
only effect this country's policies 
may have Is that good policies may 
slow the pace of capitulation; bad 
ones may hasten it. In fact, bad 
policies may bring home to the peo- 
ple of Israel and to world Jewry 
what is really at stake. 

The Jerusalem Law, however, 
has a much deeper significance for 
our self-understanding. Recently a 
young man I know moved Us. fami- 
ly from Jerusalem to a settlement 
beyond the “green line." He is not a 
political person, and not a religious 
fanatic or a mystic. Why did be do 
it? “I am willing to negotiate about 
Judea and Samaria rationally. But 
I shall not allow international anti- 
Israel hysteria to determine my life 
or the life of my children, “ he told 
me. In a nutshell, he was saying 
that the Jerusalem Law is calling 
us back to ourselves, to the very es- 
sence of our entire historic ex- 
istence. To give up Jerusalem — 
the Ideal, the vision, the hope, the 
promise of the ages — would be to 
reject everything the Jewish people 
represents in the history of 
mankind. It would be a form of . 
national self-humiliation and self- 
rejection unlike anything history 
has seen.

It would be a rejection not only of 
the national, but alao of the inter- 
national, spiritual and ethical 
significance of Jerusalem, which 
this city of God received through 
the prophets of Israel and the 
sacrificial loyalty of the Jewish 
people In all generations. To give up 
Jerusalem would be a rejection of 
the meaning of Judaism and a 
declaration that the entire course of 
Jewish history has been a tragic 
mistake. We might as well pack up 
and leave the stage of history.

Sir, — As an American 
businessman who deals on a dally 
basis with the efficient spending of 
large sums of money, I have been 
startled by some of your recent ar- 
ticles dealing with Project 
Renewal. 

As the Chairman of the Project 
Renewal Committee of the Jewish 
United Fund of Metropolitan 
Chicago, I was shocked by the lead 
sentence of one of those recent ar- 
ticles... “rarely can so many people 
have been made so miserable by so 
much money and good intentions." 

I cannot speak to the complaints 
of Mayor Teddy Kollek about the 
use of Project Renewal monies In 
Jerusalem. I can, however, tell you 
that I anticipate no such complaints 
from the city of Petah Ttkva about 
the impact of Project Renewal on 
the community of Amlahav, which 
has been adopted by our Chicago 
Jewish United Fund, xnrf I feel 
justified in protesting against the 
negative point of view which your 
paper has taken toward Project 
Renewal as a whole.. 

If you have any reporters or 
photographers who were familiar 
with Amlshav-Petah Tikva as It 
was two or three years ago, let 
them go back and see Amlahav as it 
is today. Let them talk to the people 
In Amlahav. Let them see how much 
Improvement already has been ac- 
complished In this long-neglected 
and deprived community. 


possible. When I read of bickering 
between the Office of the Deputy 
Prime Minister and the Jewish 
Agency and mayors and the 
Government of Israel, I am both ap- 
palled and frightened for the future 
of Project Renewal — which so 
many In Israel seem not to unders- 
tand. 

According to one article In your 
paper. Mayor Kollek seems to 
believe that the way to solve the 
social problems In the Project 
Renewal communities is for world 
Jewry to collect millions of dollars 
and ship those dollars over to the 
mayors of Israeli cities to do with 
what they will. 

This Is not the way Project 
Renewal was conceived and it la not 
the way it can be made to work. 
Project Renewal can be effective 
only if it is a true partnership between 
all elements of the Israel Govern- 
ment, the local government, and 
the Diaspora community which Is 
participating In each 
neighbourhood's renovation. 
Moreover, I can assure you that no 
American Jewish community 
would be able to raise the kind of 
money which Project Renewal re- 
quires, were It to be handled In the 
way your article suggested. 

It may be thaUhere will be com- 
munities in Israel in which Project 
Renewal may not work. It la my 
devout hope that there will he few 
failures.

Unanimity rather than 
majority agreement would be re- 
quired. Thus In one stroke the door 
would be opened to raise the stan- 
dards of study, practice, mikva, 
regardless of whether the person 
happened to come through a 
Reform, Conservative or Orthodox 
door. There would be objections; 
from Orthodox rabbis who enjoy 
their position of exclusivity, and the 
pleasure of looking down on other 
Jews as a lesser breed; from some 
Reform and possibly some Conser- 
vative rabbis for whom at this point 


the combination of full halachic 
standards and loss of independence 
would be a problem. However It 
would be a beginning of tremendous 
Importance, undoubtedly positively 
involving the large proportion of 
authentic Jews In all camps for 
whom religious political labels are 
secondary and authentic Judaism 
primary.
